Mr. Hays' idea is com- 


mended to police departments and cor- 
poral ioia managers. .To a great extent, 
burglaries and holdups arc due to negli- 
gence. Precautions are not taken to pro- 
tect banks, stores or offices, and criminals 
easily get away with large amounts of 
money. 


For many of the payroll robberies the 


managers of business concei*ns can blame 
themselves. They do not protect' the per- 
son or persons in charge of money. "Wom- 
en who appear on the streets or in public* 
bedecked with valuable jewelry put a 
premium on robbery.

Th'c example set by Postmaster Gener- 


al Hays should be followed generally. 
Special measures for protection should be 
taken. If robbers arc killed-- in a 'lew 
towns, crime will cease. The way to stop 
robbery is to stop it.

The chief difficulty is that 
victims experiment with this or that alleged healing 
salve, tho 'no salve or other application deserves 
such a name, instead of placing themselves under 
intelligent medical care.

navy departments, and those, who 
cover the trca&ury department. This 
organization is known as the Ameri- 
can Press council. 


The council 1ms conferred with Sec

ference gets under way. The waiters 
at the bis hotel where the Japanese 
are quartered are confiding to .their 
regular patrons their agreeable sur- 
prise at the case with* which tho 
v.-ants of the Far Easterners arc sat- 
isfied. When half a dozen are dining 
together, one Japanese will givo~an 
order to the waiter, and- the balance 
of them immediately signify that they 
will take exactly the same, thing. Evi- 
dcntly they expected the orientals to 
demand for their sustenance bamboo 
shoots or bird's nest soup.
